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INTRODUCTION       I  y.  $.  DEPARTMENT  OF  AGRICULTURE 

This  report,  covering  the  45th  year  for  whicn  Interception  lists  have 
been  issued,  summarizes  the  records  of  insect  pests,  plant  pathogens, 
and  certain  other  organisms  found  in,  on,  or  with  plant  products  (1) 
imported;  (2)  offered  for  but  refused  entry;  (3)  held  as  ships'  stores, 
etc.,  and  hence  not  offered  for  entry  through  customs;  (4)  offered  for 
entry  for  immediate  transportation  and  exportation  in  bond;  and  (5) 
in  domestic  shipments  between  the  American  Virgin  Islands,  Hawaii, 
and  Puerto  Rico  and  the  mainland. 

The  pests  listed  include  insects,  snails,  fungi,  bacteria,  nematodes, 
and  viruses  causing  injury  of  known  or  potential  plant  quarantine 
significance  to  the  United  States.  Some  common  organisms  are 
included  if  they  are  (1)  new  to  the  country  of  origin,  (2)  new  to  the 
host  plant,  or  (3)  of  such  limited  distribution  in  the  United  States  that 
they  are  worthy  of  mention. 

The  data  for  this  list,  which  includes  some  for  the  previous  year, 
are  largely  obtained  from  identifications  made  by  specialists  of  the 
Entomology  Research  Division  and  Plant  Quarantine  Division, 
supplemented  by  information  supplied  by  State  officials.  Some, 
however,  represent  critical  studies  and  determinations  made  by 
specialists  of  the  Crops  Research  Division  who  also  identified  many 
of  the  host  plants  cited. 

All  scientific  names  are  reviewed  by  specialists  in  the  Department 
to  assure  conformance  to  the  International  Rules  of  Nomenclature. 

Every  effort  is  made  to  give  the  correct  origin  for  all  collections 
listed;  questionable  cases  are  omitted  or  the  origin  is  listed  as  unknown. 

INTERCEPTIONS  FROM  AIRBORNE  MATERIAL 

Air  importations  from  many  parts  of  the  world  continue  to  bring 
an  increasing  number  of  viable  plant  pathogens,  living  insects,  and 
other  pests,  which  require  constant  vigilance  to  apprehend  them  at 
the  ports  of  entry. 

During  the  year,  5,502  pest  interceptions  were  made  from  plant 
material  arriving  in  baggage,  express,  freight,  mail,  and  stores.  Of 
the  total,  4,898  were  insects  carried  on  plant  parts  or  as  stowaways, 
and  604  were  plant  diseases.

A  bean  pod  borer,  Maruca  testulalis,  in  leis  made  of  Canavalia  sp.  in  preflight 
inspection  of  baggage  leaving  Hawaii  for  the  mainland;  in  civet  bean  in  stores  from 
Hawaii;  in  pea  in  air  mail  from  Puerto  Rico;  in  pigeonpea  in  cargo  leaving  Puerto 
Rico  for  the  mainland;  in  string  bean  in  preflight  inspection  of  baggage  leaving 
Puerto  Rico  for  the  mainland;  in  string  bean  in  cargo  and  airmail  from  Puerto 
Rico;  and  in  string  bean  in  stores  from  Brazil,  Ghana,  and  Japan. 

An  olethreutid,  Olethreutes  leucotreta,  in  grapefruit  in  stores  and  in  orange  in  air 
quarters  from  the  Union  of  South  Africa. 

Prays  endocarpa  (Hyponomeutidae)  in  pummelo  in  stores  from  the  Federation 
of  Malaya. 

Prays  oleelus  (Hyponomeutidae)  on  olive  leaf  in  air  baggage  from  Italy. 

A  chrysomelid,  Psylliodes  chrysocephala,  in  turnip  in  stores  from  France. 

Stephanoderes  hampei  (Scolytidae)  in  coffee  in  cargo  from  Brazil;  and  in  coffee 
in  store?  from  Egypt  and  India. 
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A  mango  weevil,  Sternochetus  mangiferae,  in  mango  in  air  baggage  from 
Australia;  in  mango  in  preflight  inspection  of  baggage  leaving  Hawaii  for  the 
mainlana;  in  mango  in  airmail  from  Guam,  Philippines,  and  Vietnam;  in  mango 
in  air  quarters  from  Eniwetok(?);  in  mango  in  air  stores  from  Vietnam;  in 
mango  in  baggage  from  Hawaii  and  the  Philippines;  in  mango  in  mail  leaving 
Hawaii  for  the  mainland;  and  in  mango  in  quarters  and  stores  from  Hawaii. 

The  khapra  beetle  (Trogoderma  granarium)  with  almond  shells  and  cashew 
nuts  in  mail  from  India;  with  used  bagging  in  cargo  from  the  Netherlands;  with 
dried  beans,  in  stores  from  the  Netherlands;  in  flour  in  stores  from  England, 
Italy,  Netherlands,  and  the  Union  of  South  Africa;  with  dried  peaches  in  stores 
from  an  unknown  origin;  with  peanuts  in  airmail  from  Portugal;  with  rice  in 
stores  from  Brazil,  China,  Formosa,  and  an  unknown  origin;  on  old  rice  bags  in 
stores  from  India;  and  in  wheat  bran  in  baggage  from  Mexico. 

SNAILS 

The  giant  African  snail  (Achatina  fulica)  was  intercepted  twice  with  military 
cargo  from  Morocco. 

Porphyrobaphe  iostoma,  not  in  the  United  States  and  not  injurious  under  normal 
conditions,  was  intercepted  six  times  with  bananas  in  cargo  from  Ecuador. 

Theba  pisana,  an  injurious  snail  not  known  to  be  established  in  the  United 
States,  was  intercepted  33  times;  28  of  these  came  in  military  cargo  in  aircargo 
and  cargo  from  Morocco;  once  in  military  cargo  in  aircargo  from  Libya;  once  in 
general  cargo  from  the  Mediterranean  region;  once  each  on  conex  boxes  in  cargo 
from  Morocco  and  Spain;  and  once  on  parsley  in  stores  from  Spain. 

Other  snails  of  economic  importance,  but  of  limited  distribution  in  the  United 
States,  intercepted  and  worthy  of  mention  were:  Arion  circumscriptus,  Bradybaena 
similaris,  Cepaea  nemoralis,  Deroceras  reticulatum,  Limax  marginatus,  L.  maximus, 
Milax  gagatesil),  Oxychilus  allarius,  Vallonia  pulcheila,  and  Zonitoides  arboreus. 

NOTES  ON  DISEASES  INTERCEPTED 

■:.  The  sweet  orange  scab  (Elsinoe  australis)  was  intercepted  51  times;  8  of  these 
interceptions  came  from  Argentina  on  lemon  and  orange;  39  from  Brazil  on 
grapefruit,  lemon,  Mandarin  orange,  and  orange;  and  4  were  of  unknown  origin 
on  lemon,  orange,  and  sour  lime. 

Citrus  canker  (Xanthomonas  citri)  was  intercepted  79  times;  68  of  these  came 
from  Japan,  3  each  from  Hong  Kong  and  India,  2  from  China,  and  1  each  from 
the  Federation  of  Malaya,  Pakistan,  and  Singapore.  These  interceptions  were 
made  from  the  following  hosts:  Citrus  sp.,  grapefruit,  lemon,  lime,  Mandarin 
orange,  orange,  pummelo,  sour  lime,  and  sour  orange. 

Cancrosis  B  (Xanthomonas  sp.),  another  bacterial  disease  of  citrus,  producing 
symptoms  similar  to  citrus  canker,  was  intercepted  four  times  from  Argentina 
on  lemon  and  grapefruit. 

The  black  spot  of  citrus  (Phoma  citricarpa)  was  intercepted  165  times;  45  of 
these  came  from  Hong  Kong,  33  from  the  Union  of  South  Africa,  25  from  Japan, 
21  from  China,  16  from  Australia,  14  of  unknown  origin,  2  each  from  the  Federa- 
tion of  Malaya,  Formosa,  Philippines,  and  Singapore,  and  1  each  from  Africa 
(country  (?))/  Brazil,  and  Thailand.  These  interceptions  were  made  on  the 
following  hosts:  Citrus  sp.,  grapefruit,  lemon,  Mandarin  orange,  orange,  Satsuma 
orange,  sour  lime,  and  sour  orange.

NEMATODES 

The  oat  nematode  (Heterodera  avenae)  was  intercepted  18  times  from  the 
following  countries:  Czechoslovakia,  England,  Europe  (country (?,),  Germany, 
Israel,  Italy,  and  Spain.  These  interceptions  were  taken  in  soil  with  the  following : 
Automobiles,  carnation,  cypress,  and  juniper  plants,  dahlia  roots,  garlic,  onions, 
Ornithogalum  saundersiae,  potatoes,  primrose  plant,  spruce  seedlings,  and  unknown 
plants. 
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The  golden  Dematode  (Heterodera  rostochiensis)  was  intercepted  48  times  from 
the  following  countries:  Argentina,  Denmark,  England,  Germany,  Ireland, 
Malta,  Mexico,  Peru,  Scotland,  and  Sweden.  These  interceptions  were  taken 
in  soil  from  new  and  used  automobiles  and  in  soil  with  bulbs,  plant  material,  and 
vegetables.

Helicotylenchus  nannus  in  soil  with  begonia,  carnation,  coleus,  mint,  and 
unknown  plants  and  unknown  herbs  in  baggage  from  Mexico;  and  in  soil  with 
unknown  roots  in  air  baggage  from  the  Netherlands. 

Psilenchus  hilarulus  with  bougainvillea,  hibiscus,  cactus,  coleus,  fern,  and 
herbaceous  plants  in  baggage  from  Mexico. 

Scutellonema  christiei  in  soil  with  caladium  plants,  palm,  and  an  unknown 
plant  in  baggage  from  Trinidad. 

Tylenchorhynchus  acutus  in  soil  with  coleus  plant  in  baggage  from  Mexico; 
and  in  soil  with  unknown  plants  in  air  baggage  from  Cuba. 

Tylenchorhynchus  capitatus  in  soil  with  succulent  and  unknown  plants  in 
baggage  from  Mexico. 

Tylenchorhynchus  martini  in  soil  with  boraginaceous  and  India  rubbertree 
plants  in  baggage  from  Mexico. 

Tylenchulus  semipenetrans  with  Citrus  sp.  tree  in  baggage  from  Italy. 

Tylenchus  davainei  in  soil  and  moss  in  mail  from  Germany. 

Tylenchus  polyhypnus  with  bougainvillea  and  hibiscus  plants  in  baggage  from 
Mexico. 

The  genus  Meloidogyne  continues  to  represent  a  pest  problem.  During  the 
year  various  plant  shipments  and  vegetables  have  been  found  infected  with  one 
or  more  of  the  following  species:  Meloidogyne  arenaria,  M.  hapla,  M.  incognita, 
M.  incognita  acrita,  and  M.  javanica.  They  were  intercepted  from  the  following

INCOMPLETELY  DETERMINED  PESTS 

Frequently  complete  determinations  as  to  species  are  impossible  or 
impracticable  due  to  the  stage  or  condition  of  the  insects  or  pathogens 
on  arrival.  Some  of  these  pests  may  be  of  economic  importance, 
hitherto  unreported  from  the  United  States,  unknown  for  the  host 
plant,  or  they  may  come  from  a  new  country  of  origin.  As  a  matter 
of  record  they  are  included  in  this  separate  list  but  not  in  the  table 
form.
